works on the classes of objects of art found 
in the collection — painting, sculpture, 
goldsmiths' work, enamels, Chinese porce- 
lain, furniture, tapestries, and rugs. With 
only two exceptions, these may be con- 
sulted in the Library of the Museum. 

New Floor Plans. — On page 157 is 
reproduced an example of the new floor 
plans which have been placed in frames on 
the walls of the different rooms of the 
Museum, wherever space has been found 
available. These differ from earlier floor 



plans both in including the most recent 
addition to the building now occupied 
(Wing H), and in the complete index to the 
collections which has been printed with the 
plans themselves. Thus they become com- 
prehensive guides to the collections them- 
selves as well as to the location of the 
rooms. For example, if a visitor becomes 
interested in the enamels in the Altman 
Collection and desires to see what other 
enamels theMuseum possesses, he may turn 
to the plan and find out the different gal- 
leries in which enamels have been placed.
